Any  student  may  submit  poetry  to  Doctor 
Grube  for  consideration.  The  only  qualifi¬ 
cations  are  that  the  work  must  be  original 
and  written  while  the  student  is  enrolled  at 
NWMSC.  The  best  poems  are  chosen  for  the 
spring  and  fall  literary  editions  of  the  North¬ 


west  Missourian.  The  best  of  these  two  edi¬ 
tions  are  then  combined  and  included  in  the 
Green  and  White. 

After  the  poems  have  been  chosen  by 
Doctor  Grube,  they  are  sent  to  Doctor  Jack- 
son  and  his  offset  printing  class,  IA  120. 
Much  more  work  is  involved  in  the  printing 
than  most  of  the  students  realize.  The  copy 
must  be  re-typed  on  the  Vari-typer  machine, 
photographed  in  the  dark  room,  and  the 
proofs  processed.  They  are  then  put  into  the 
plate  maker  which  constructs  plates  for  the 
offset  press.  Then  the  actual  printing  begins.

At  a  recent  editorial  board  meeting,  the  Northwest 
Missourian  staff  discussed  the  newspaper’s  policy  in 
regard  to  the  printing  of  items  about  controversial  prob¬ 
lems  on  campus  -and  letters-to-the-editor. 

The  staff  agreed  that  discussion  and  expression  of 
student  opinion  are  essential  for  a  college  newspaper. 
Therefore,  the  staff  and  NWMSC  administrators  agreed 
to  publish  signed  letters-to-the  editor  from  students  or 
faculty  members  that  are  written  in  good  taste,  do  not 
denounce  the  character  of  anyone,  and  contain  fewer  than 
100  words. 

The  editors  reserve  the  right  to  decide  whether  or 
not  a  letter  will  be  printed,  to  condense  a  letter  that  is 
too  lengthy  for  the  Northwest  Missourian,  and  to  use 
portions  of  several  letters  in  a  column  if  there  are  many 
different  comments  on  the  same  subject.  Although  all 
letters  must  be  signed  and  supported  by  their  author, 
tile  writer’s  name  will  not  have  to  appear  in  the  college 
publication. 

’Die  objective  of  the  editors  is  to  report  all  the  facts 
of  a  news  story  and  all  the  angles  of  a  controversial 
matter.  Readers  are  reminded,  however,  that  editorials 
and  letters  are  nol  necessarily  the  opinion  of  the  staff 
or  the  adviser  of  the  Northwest  Missourian,  or  of  the 
NWMSC  faculty  and  administration.
